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Applicjuit's "Petition to Revive Unintentionally Abandoned International 
Application," filed in the United States Patent and Trademark Office on 22 December 2004, 
which is being treated as a Petition for Revival under 37 CFR 1 .137(b), is GRANTED . 



BACKGROUND 

On 12 June 2003, applicant filed international application PCT/JP03/07480. The 
international application claims a priority date of 13 June 2002 and designates the United States. 
T3ie deadline fon paying the ba^ic national fee in the United States was thirty months from the 
priori^i-date, thacis 13 December 2004. Applicant missed this deadline. 

On 22 December 2004, applicant filed the instant petition for revival accompanied by, inter 
aJia, the requisite basic national fee as required by 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(1), a copy of the 
international application as required by 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(2), an executed declaration, and the 
petition fee of $1500. 



DISCUSSION 



A petition to revive an abandoned apphcation under 37 CFR 1.137(b) must be filed without 
intentional delay from the time the apphcation became abandoned and/or apphcant first became 
aware of the abandoned status of the application. A petition under 37 CFR 1.137ft)) must be 
accompanied by (1) a proper reply, (2) a statement that the entire delay in filing the required reply 
from the due date for the reply until the filing of a grantable petition was unintentional, (3) the 
petition fee required by law, and (4) a temiinal disclaimer and fee (if the intemational application 
was filed prior to June 8, 1995). A payment of the basic national fee constitutes a proper reply for 
entry into the national stage. 
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Applicant's statement in the petition that "the entire delay in filing the required reply from 
the due date for the required reply until the filing of a grantable petition under 37 CFR 1 .137(b) 
u'as unintentional" satisfies die requirements of 37 CFR 1.137(b)(3). The submission of die 
national fee and die copy of the international application satisfies 37 CFR 1.137(b)(1). The 
pa>anent of die petition fee satisfies die requirement under 37 CFR 1.137(b)(2). A terminal 
disclaimer is not required because die application wss filed on or after 08 June 1995. Therefore, 
die requirements for a grantable petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) have been satisfied. 

Regarding the declaration filed on 22 December 2004, 37 CFR 1.690)) requires diat die 
translation of a foreign language oadi or declaration be accompanied by a statement diat die 
translation is accurate. Aldioug^i applicant's foreign language declaration appears to include a 
translation into English, it does not include a statement that the translation is accurate. Thus, the 
declaration is not in compliance with 37 CFR 1.69(b). 



The petition to revive die application abandoned under 37 CFR 1.137(b) is GRANTED as 
to the National Stage in the United States of America. 

The application is being for^varded to die National Stage Processing Division of the Office 
of PCT Operations for continued processing, including a mailing of a Notification of Missing 
Requirements (PCT/DO/EO/905) indicating diat a declaration including a statement in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.69(b) as set forth above, is due.
